Regrettably, however, the government is 
not following through with its original inten- 
tion As it seems <*o prone to do, it has only 
timidly dipjied its toe into the water when a 
bold, tull-bodied plunge was required. 

It has established a workable structure for 
the work experience ' experiment But so far. 
It has done little more than set up this struc- 
ture, and. recently, extended it to another nine 
Kentucky counties.

Which brings us tc the crux of the matter. 
With only i few weeks of opportunity remain- 
ing. now is the time for Hazard to rally all ot 
N supporters for the Magic Mountain idea, in- 
cluding prominent local individuals, organiza- 
tions and governmental bodies, and in unison 
make a final approach to the state government, 
urging it to make its final position on the mat- 
ter known. 

This urgently needs to be done, in the 
next few days, so that the planning for the 
project can either tie continued to complqj^on, 
or else dropped forever. 

This is the time of decision. Hazard r*st 
decide now to either take this bold step, or 
to Mund aside while more courageous commun- 
ities take it instead ' 



All the months of talk and legwork on be- 
half of the proposed Magic Mountain tourist 
resort in Hazard are rapidly coming to a head 
the next two months will decide if the project 
is or is not to he. 

The federal Area Redevelopment Admin- 
istration. set up wnen President Kennedy was 
in the White House to promote and encourage 
development of just such towns as Hazard, 
goes out of business in early summer, its fund* 
expiring, requests for its services finished. 

But while the Administration remains in 
business, it has full power, and money, to spon- 
sor Magic .Mountain and it has already indi- 
cated its interest in doing just that, if the pro- 
per supjxjrt for it can he found here in Ken 
tucky. 

Though some of Hazard’s leaders have a 
strange and disappointing lack of interest in 
wnat could mean a great deal to their town, 
still the original boosters of Magic Mountain 
aie convinced they have a good idea It ap- 
pears that the local apathy can be overcome 
it another stumbling block can be removed. 

This block is in Frankfort. AKA has indi- 
cated to Mayor Dawahare, a leader in the ef- 
fort to get the resort, that Magic Mountain is 
hignly feasible if it could toe incorporated into 
the State Park System, or otherwise somehow 
have the blessing and the hacking of the state 
government. 

Governor Breathitt has indicated all along 
his enthusiasm for Magic Mountain, and re- 
cently said that such a resort would compli- 
ment and help state parks in the area He de- 
clined. however, to firmly commit the state to 
ha .die the project.

The life-long resident of the 
Kentucky mountain area said 
that “the affluent Appalachian 
tells visiting news reporters 
that the region’s woes are mini- 
mal while the facts show that 
tH)'e ol the people in the Cum- 
berland Plateau who live out- 
side the incorporated towns are 
poverty stricken, more than 
80^ of the housing is dilapi- 
dated and sub-standard, health 
standards are shockingly low 
by national norms and the 
whole countryside is sinking 
2! beneath an encrustration of 
junk.” 

Caudill said that “in our cor- 
ner of Appalachia the most 
hopeful development in many 
3 years is the Foundation Pro- 
a gram for public education. The 
§ increased appropriations it has 
9 brought have staved off coll- 
3 apse of the school system in 
a our region.” 

| He said that “in Sargent Shri

a Caudill expressed the belief

A 
Sheriff needs to be a person in whom one can confide, one who is sympathetic but firm; and 
one who is very understanding and able to treat oeople fairly and justly when executing 
the law. I feel that my life has made me this type of person. 

I am one of twelve children, the daughter of Sam and Jane Gambill Moore, of Chavies 
now deceased. Being a member of such a large family I have learned to get along with all 
types of people. My parents were merchants at First Creek and Chavies for 60 yean, 
worked in their store when I was growing up. 

f worked in the Post Office at Lothair as clerk for several years. I was Postmaster at 
Lothair for five years. For the past three years I have worked in the Sheriff's office along 
with my husband. I am a graduate of Buckhorn High School and Fugazzi Business College I 
• m a member of th-> First Baptist Church, Eastern Star, Perry County Business and Pro 
fessional Womens Club, Perry County Homemakers and District Director of Kentucky 
Federation of Homemakers. 

The Sheriff's office has been modernized since my huv'-.jnd has been in this office. We 
have installed twe-vay radios in all cars used by the sheriff and his deputies. Use of these 
radios enables us to serve the public more efficently. We have cought uniforms and 
marked ears which lend dignify as well as iden iity to the Sheriff s office. 

All these improvements did not cost the taxpayers anythirg but were naid for at the 
personal expense of the sheriff ard will remain hit personal property. There has been 
no “fee grabbing" because the deputies are paid a salary. We have tried to treat everyone 
with respect and to us# diplomacy in carrying out the duties of the Sheriff s office. 

It is with great p-ide that I seek the office of Sheriff of Perry County; and when nom- 
inated and elected. I promise you four more years of the same courteous and digni ed 
service. THIS IS A CHANGING WORLD. Let us be realistic when these chanqes come. I 
stand for nrogress and a befter and greater Perry County.
